Rev. Bruhn of Itasca Presbyterian 
Church and Family Seriously 
Injured in Auto Accident 


Saturday morning Rev. Bruhn, his 
wife, bis mother and two children 
left Itasca for three days’ trip to 
Waupun, Wis., going by way of Rock­ 
ford, 111., to visit friends and rela­ 
tives. 
At ten o’clock in the morning 
they had reacher! Garden Prairie, 111., 
on the Grant highway, where the ac­ 
cident occurred. 
A string of about 
eight army 
trucks were headed eastward, travel­ 
ing at a good rate of speed, when one 
of the drivers attempted to pass the 
truck ahead. Rev. Bruhn in his Ford 
was approaching only 20 feet or so 
from 
the 
opposite 
direction. 
He 
swerved his car to the north, from 
the pavement, but the truck driver 
swung out in the same direction and 
smashed into the side of the Ford. 
The heavy truck carried the light 
car with its human freight some 
twenty feet, completely demolishing 
the Ford. 
The string of trucks, which are part 
of the equipment of the S3rd tan^ di­ 
vision, Camp Grant, halted only mo­ 
mentarily, while the captain obtained 
the names of the occupants of the 
Ford, and then the fleet moved on. 
The injured were taken to the home 
of Mrs. Mary Elvert, where they were 
attended by Dr. R. WT. ^Iclnnes, who 
was summoned to the scene immedi­ 
ately anti was assisted by Mrs.’ M. 
L. Hartman, wife of the Garden Prai­ 
rie doctor, and later by Dr. Hartman. 
Highway Patrolman Paul Clendeng- 
ing arrived at the scene of the ac­ 
cident soon after the crash and gave 
chase to the string of trucks. 
He 
overtook them east of Coral and af­ 
ter obtaining the name of the com­ 
manding officer, permitted tjiem to 
proceed. The injured people all were 
taken to St. Joseph’s hospital in Bel­ 
videre and it will be some time be­ 
fore they will be able to leave. 
The injuries are as follows: 
Rev. Bruhn, shoulder broken and 
body bruises. 
Mrs. Bruhn, his wife, six-inch gash 
from left temple extending down 
cheek; cut and bruised. 
Mrs. Caroline Bruhn, his mother 
left shoulder badly fractured and 
nose broken, left leg badly injured.

years old, 
escaped with a few cuts and scratch 
es. 
Most remarkable of all, was the 
escape of tiny little Gladys Irene, 
six months old, who was thrown com­ 
pletely out of the Ford, and who 
was picked up, almost uninjured from 
under the truck.

WORK ON STEEL TOWER 
LINE FROM WAUKEGAN 
IS PROCEEDING FAST ; 
Other Lines Included In Year’s Im­ 
provements Near Completion. 
Construction on the steel tower line 
from the Public Service Company’s 
new’ generating station at Waukegan 
south to Evanston is proceeding rap­ 
idly. This improvement' is in reality 
a monumental work. The steel tow­ 
ers will rise to a height of 85 feet— 
prominent objects on the landscape, ? 
They will carry tw*o circuits of three 
wires each at the potential of 132,- 
000 volts. This will be stepped down 
at Evanston and distributed. 
Upwards of 1,500 tons of material 
are required by this w’ork. 
Units j 
of the company’s automobile fleet are I 
being utilized to haul this in over 
the right of way. 
New 33,000-v Line in. North 
The building of a 33,000 volt line 
Lorn Waukegan to Lake Bluff has I 
begun. 
It is to be a class A line 
trung on wooden poles occupying the 
same right of way used by the tower j 
line. 
The particular work of this 
33,000 volt line will be to convey I 
electrical energy from the new Wau- I 
began plant to meet the demands of * 
North Shore towms. At present this 
is sent up from Evanston. 
At the I 
completion of the Waukegan plan the-i 
existing lines from Evanston and the 
one referred to herein will be joined 
and the new’ plant will constitute the 
source of energy supply. 
The transmission, line, w’hich the 
company is building from Joliet to 
Maywood, is likewise proceeding to- 
w’ard completion. Aside from its im­ 
portance as a link of the company’s 
general transmission system making 
for economy in operation and facil­ 
itating the latter, the underground 
section of this line is noteworthy. 
This extends from Bellwood into May­ 
wood. The 33,000 volt line is carried 
through these ducts— a construction 
and engineering proposition which 
though not wholly unknown is prob­ 
ably rare in this part of the middle 
w’est. 


The Pony Express

PEEDING westward from St. Joseph, Mo., 
and eastward from Sacramento, Cal., relays 
of riders are now retracing the trail of the Pony 
Express, in an effort to break the old record. 
* 
The real riders of a half century ago set a 
record of 9 days and 23 hours. Through bliz­ 
zards and sandstorms, over mountains and 
deserts, among hostile Indians, the express 
riders of 1860-61 carried messages vital to 
the nation. 
In the sixteen months before the rails were 
laid, they traveled a total of 650,000 miles 
with the loss of but a single pouch of mail. 
They made a superb record for fidelity in 
public service. 
Other means of communication have sup­ 
planted the Pony Express. The telephone 
lines of the Bell System span the continent. 
Communication from coast to coast takes but 
the fraction of a second. 
The Pony Express lives only in memory, 
reawakened to-day by the hoof beats of ponies 
along the winding trail.
